S ummer is the time to roll 
out the blockbusters, and 
that’s what we did this May 
when writers Scott Lobdell, 
Greg Pak, Charles Soule and 
artist Ken Lashley gave us 
the Man of Steel’s greatest 
triumph that soon turned 
into his greatest defeat; in 
SUPERMAN: DOOMED #1 
Superman confronted the 
creature that once killed him. 

Tearing the monster in half 
may not have been a great 
idea, since Clark Kent was 
infected by that creature and 
started to become the next 


(cue horror movie music) ... 
DOOMSDAY, or SUPERDOOM, 
as we call him in-house. 

How has the Last Son of 
Krypton dealt with this? Not 
well. Here, with the help of 
biogeneticist-slash-artist 
extraordinaire Aaron Kuder, we 
examine what has occurred: 

DENIAL & ISOLATION 

Back In ACTION COMICS #31, 
we had what can scientifically 
be described as “Grumpy Face” 
Superman. He shut himself off 



from everyone and pretended 
everything was okay. “Come on, 
give the guy a break,” pleads 
ACTION COMICS writer Greg Pak 
“Who among us wants to admit 
he’s on the verge of being taken 
over by the viral form of the 
most dangerous monster in the 
universe whose only mission is 
to destroy all life?” 

ANGER 


In SUPERMAN/WONDER 
WOMAN #9, we saw why he 
was becoming an “Enemy 
of the State” as he seriously 
bulked up and developed an 
even nastier attitude. “First 
time Wonder Woman saw him 
all Doomsdayed out, her face 
went like this: ‘Eeeugh,’” says 
Charles Soule, who as writer of 
RED LANTERNS is very aware of 



bad dispositions. 

“You’d be ticked too.” 

BARGAINING 

Now in July, his Clark Kent 
persona is trying to reason 
with his “Superdoom” persona, 
but that is just beating a 
dead Kryptonian. He’s gotten 
even bigger and even more 
spikey, and as we see in 
ACTION COMICS #33 and in 
both upcoming SUPERMAN/ 
WONDER WOMAN ANNUAL #1 


and ACTION COMICS ANNUAL 
#3, he is more driven by instinct 
than intellect. Ken Lashley looks 
at it optimistically “You know, 
Lois Lane with her new Brainiac 
powers is gonna beat some 
sense into him.” 

DEPRESSION 

Some devastating events in the 
Annuals will bring about this 
radical look that Aaron says “is 
absolutely the least huggable 
Superman EVER... maybe.” 

ACCEPTANCE 

So we’re left to wonder: Is this 
it or is there something even 
more horrible to come as we go 
into the final stage and see the 
“Last Sun” set?
